The Senate 


Chancellor Jean Forest opened the 
28 March meeting of the Senate 
with the announcement that the 
meeting would be the last attended 
by Morris Flewwelling in his 
capacity as President of the 
Alumni Association. He has 
served as a private member of 
Senate for five years and as a 
representative of the Alumni 
Association for two years. Mr. 
Flewwelling will be stepping down 
as President of the Alumni 
Association at the end of this term. 


Honorary Degrees 

Senate announced the selection of 
candidates brought forward by the 
Honorary Degrees Committee. 
Honorary degrees will be 
presented, at Spring Convocation 
to: Dr. J. Ross Vant, former 
director of the Department of

4 June; Chancellor Emeritus 
Ronald Dalby, 3 June; Mr. Eric 
Geddes, past chairman of the 
Board of Governors, 3 June; 

Mr. Benjamin Babin, former 
principal of the Alexis Indian 
School, 5 June; and the 
Honorable John Decore, former 
Chief Judge of the District Court 
of Alberta, 5 June. 


Out-of-Town Meetings 

Senate elected to hold its first 
meeting of 1980-81 in Fort 
McMurray, 26 and 27 September. 
The decision to hold the meeting 
out-of-town was based on the 
success of last September’s meeting 
in St. Paul. It is thought that a 
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growing, vibrant town such as Fort 
McMurray, as well as the Uni- 
versity, would benefit greatly 
through increased contact. About 
two hundred University of 

Alberta graduates live and work at 
the town site. The September 
meeting will include a tour of the 
Syncrude operation. 

Senate’s fairly recent interest in 
out-of-town meetings stems from 
the desire to promote understand- 
ing between the University and 
the general public throughout the 
province. 


Presentations 
Representatives of the Students’ 
Union reported, in considerable 
detail, on the activities and 
functions of the student organiza- 
tion. Many of the highlights of 
the report were illustrated by an 
imaginative slide show. Among 
the services and activities of the 
Students’ Union are: the Arts and 
Crafts Store, the Art Gallery, HUB 
Box Office, the Coffee Shop, 
CIJSR Radio, the Exam Registry, 
Freshman Orientation, Fridays 
restaurant and pub, Room At The 
Top, the games area, the Gateway 
student newspaper, the Housing 
Registry, SUB Records, Student 
Help, Studio Theatre, and a 
community day care centre. Most 
if not all Students’ Union opera- 
tions have met with considerable 
success. This is exemplified by 
SUB Records which is said to be 
one of the best music stores in 
Edmonton for both price and 
selection. Freshman Orientation 
Seminars are attended by sixty 
percent of the students on campus. 
Senate members praised the 
students for the presentation and 
suggested that similar presentations 
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be included in the orientation 
agenda for new members of 
Senate. It was further suggested 
that presentations by the students 
be arranged for out-of-town 
events such as the September 
meeting at Fort McMurray. The 
presentations would be valuable in 
familiarizing the public with 
campus life. 

A second report, by W.A.S. 
Smith and K. Chapman of 
Athabasca University, proved to 
be not only of interest to Senate 
members, but to a number of 
reporters and cameramen as well. 
Athabasca is largely a correspon- 
dence university, having an 
enrolment of about 5,000. The 
student population is sixty percent 
female, and fifty-one percent 
rural. The average age of thirty- 
five is ten to fifteen years greater 
than the average student age at a 
conventional university. The 
figures suggest that the University 
is successful in reaching people 
otherwise unable to continue their 
education. 


Fund-raising and 

Student Recruitment 

Senate split up into discussion 
groups to discuss possible involve- 
ment in fund-raising and student 
recruitment. Later, members 
reconvened to share ideas brought 
up in the smaller groups. Although 
ideas were wide ranging, there 

was a level of agreement on 
several issues. The consensus of 
opinion was that Senate should not 
become directly involved in 
fund-raising or student recruit- 
ment. Senate members could make 
valuable contributions by acting 

as resource persons and by filling 
an ambassadorial role within their 


communities. It was suggested that 
direct solicitation of funds could 
undermine the credibility of 
Senate. 

Although the University will 
probably continue to be funded 
primarily by government, an 
increase in private funding could 
result in greater autonomy. This 
could offset the government 
tendency to increase control while 
decreasing funds. The ever 
increasing Heritage Savings Trust 
Fund is acting as a discouraging 
factor for private funders who 
look to government for leadership. 

The usefulness of recruiting 
more students as long as Faculty 
quotas exist, was questioned. At 
this time only four Faculties are 
not restricted by quotas. Student 
enrolment this year was down 
about 3,000 from the University’s 
peak year in 1976-77. 


Other Matters 
Other items discussed by Senate 
were the Report from the Board 
of Governors regarding Recom- 
mendation Number Six of the 
Status of Women Task Force, and 
the Task Force on Second Lan- 
guage Instruction. During discus- 
sion of the Status of Women 
Report, President Horowitz stated 
that he knew of no complaints of 
discrimination backed by the 
names of involved parties, that 
have not been dealt with. He added 
that a costly review on discrim- 
ination was not necessarily going 
to achieve any useful purpose and 
that the money could be better 
spent by looking into possible 
forms of action to combat this 
problem. 

During a previous and more 
in-depth discussion of the Status 
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of Women (16 November 1979) 
Chancellor Forest reminded the 
University community that the 
Vice-President (Finance and Ad- 
ministration) was prepared to act 
on any specific cases of discrimi- 
nation reported to him. 

Senate was in agreement with 
the proposed terms of reference 
and membership of the Task 
Force on Second Language 
Instruction. 0
